CORN CROP. 

Crop reports show the rains of the past few 
days have improved the corn. prospects in 
many portions of the country, and that with 
favorable weather the general crop of 
corn will be up to the average. 
A large increase of acreage in the South will 
aid much in making up a general supply.

Bridges on the Ohio.

WASHINGTON, August 3.—The House 
passed # bill to-day reguiating the construc- 
tion of bridges over the Ohio River. It di- 
rects that every bridge hereafter erected over 
the Ohio shall have its axis at right angles 
to the .current and all its channel 
spans must be at least 500 feet broad 
and 40\ feet above the highest water mark.

Civil Service Reformers Arraign Ar- 
thur, But Will Vote as Usual. 

NEWPORT, R. I., August 3.—The proceed- 
ings of the National Civil Service Reform 
Associationjyesterday were of a most interest- 
character. The attendarnce was unusually 
large. George W. Curtis, Carl Schurz, Sher- 
man Rogers, Silas W. Burt, Charles Theodore 
Itussell, Bancroft Davis and Josiah Quincy, 
Jr., wereamong the prominent delegates. 
After the session of the General and Execu- 
tive Committee, which was held with closed 
doors, George William Curtis delivered an 
address, which was a severe arraignment of 
President Arthur for his removal of compe- 
tentoflicers. The President had dismissed 
fully 50 per cent of the office-hoiders whose 
terms had expired during his administration, 
**The President’s party” was frequently re- 
ferred toby Mr. Curtis. He congratulated 
the agsociation upon the conviction of Gen. 
Curtis for thecollec’ion of politica! assess- 
ments. The conviction showed the associa- 
ion was making progress. Jay Hubbell was 
severely excoriated. The speaker asserted 
that nowadays only such men were asked 
t» stand for office, and simply because 
they are willing to contribute for the honor 
conferred upon them. The civil service re- 
form movement in Pennsylvania, he said, 
was such thatif not heeded bv parties it 
would yet construct parties. Political hia- 
tory was read to show that no one party was 
able to stand against the wishes of the masses, 
Atthe cooclusion of his eloquent address 
Cutis was honored witb an ovation of thanks 
from the association. Carl Schurz, Harris. 
Rogers, Vaughn and Cassett were appointed 
a committee on resolutions, George William 
Curtis was re-elected president. The 
resolutious adopted by the association {favor 
independent action on the part of persons 
desiring to prosecute civil service reform and 
set forto the probability of securing increased 
representation in the next Congress. The 
president off the convention was requested to 
ask the President of the Uaited States to 
take steps to reform the civil service under 
the laws now existing. Presidents, collegians 
and chiefs of other educational institutions 
were urged to impress upon students the 
importance of reform in the civil service sys- 
tem,

NEW YORK, August 3.—Tbe business be- 
fore the Republican State Committee, which 
met here yesterday and which was composed 
of fourteen Stalwarts and nineteen Half- 
breeds, was to select a date and place for the 
holding ofthe State Convention that js to 
name Gov. Cornell’s successor. It was not 
thought that Cornell would meet any serious 
opposition. Tociinch matters, the Cornellites 
wanted an early date, and Doggett, who was 
relieved from office by President Arthur, 
moved on behalf of Cornell that September

the CorneH Men, and is Saratoga. It was 
thought that Cornell had control of the 
cominittes, and their defoat was a surprise 
to outsiders. A motion was offered and car- 
ried that the State Committee pay Gen. 
Curtis’ fine and expenses of his defense in 
his recent trial for coilecting political assess- 
ments. 

The position taken by Collector Robertson, 
the acknowledged leader of the Haif-breeds, 
was a great stirprise. A story is going the 
rounds, to the effect that he is to be a candi- 
date for the Governorship aad is to receive 
the support of the Stalwarts in return for re- 
signing from the Custom-house, which, in 
that event, is to be packed witb Stalwarts. 
The story is believed, for the reason that 
Kobertson is thought to be the only available 
candidate since the defeat of Corneil. The 
name of James A. Wadsworth as a possibie 
candidate bas been mentioned, but both 
Staiwarts and Half-breeds distrust him and 
the politicians say there can be no union upon 
bim.

Work in the City. 


Police Commissioner McCabe En- 
gineers the Little Scheme,

By Which the Citizens Are Robbed to Pay 
for the Governor’s Machine—A 
Clear $1,000 for Ed. as 
a Reward,

On last Monday night Police Commissioner 
Francis X. Jones-MecCabe visited the police 
At the or- 
ganization of the new board the Fifth Dis- 
trict was consigned specially to the care of 
Francis X. He was the god whom 


thatend of the department was to look to for 
blessings and immunity from evils. On iast 
Monday, as above stated, be visited his charge 
and left an order to send al! the horses to Mr. 
Edward Butiler’s shop, at Tenth and Walnut 


streets. Having done this, he re- 
turned and said nothing to apy- 
body of the great egg he bad 


laid. Whether he made any attempt to keep 
his accomplishment quiet or not is not 
known, but concerning this there isa tale 
which is unraveled below. Fifteen months 
ago an enterprising horseshoer discovered 
that Butler was working a gold mine while 


shoeing the department, He was 
charging $225 a set for machine- 
made shoes, which were cheaper 


than hand-made shoes. When Mr. John H. 
Maxon, of tne Cupples board, learned vbis, 
he invited bids from horseshoers for the de- 
partment work. Among other bids received 
Was that of John Kirby, at 2718 Market street, 
who contracted to put on hand-made shoes 
at $1 560 a set without any extras. This 
was an immense saving to the 
department, and the contract without any 
specified time, was awarded to Kirby, on 
April 18, 1881. His work was reported per- 
fectly satisfactory by Superintendent Faulk- 
ner, of the mounted district. On June l, 
1882, a portion of the work was sent to 
P. Malone’s shop, No. 2731 Laclede avenue. 
He agreed to shoe the horses at the same 
tigure and was also convenient. A week 
or so ago Butler wrote McCabe a formal let- 
ter, asking for the department work, and 
agreeing to shoe the horses at livery stabie 
rates, which was $2 a set. This; Mr. Mc- 
Cabe, without consulting the board 
or anybody else, as a. : 2 
known, indorsed, and forthwith issued an 
order to give the work to Butier. There are 
sixty-four horsesin the siables, requiring 
from $1,200 to $1,800 worth of repairsa 
ear. The contract let by Maxon to Kirby 
n prefererce to Butier was because the cost 
was less. Butier’s shop is located at Tenth 
and Walnut streets, making it inconvenient 
and causing much loss of time 
to send the horses there. Besides thia, it is 
a dangerous thingto jead an unshod enima! 
overa mile of macadam streets. A hore 
with a loose shoe could not with safety be 
driven a distance of a mile, and it wou'd con- 
sequently be pecessary ts take off the shoe at 


the stable, whereas it might be 
repaired and do service for Weeks. 
These were the facts taken into 


consideration by Mr. Maxon in awarding 
the contract and are the facts the people will 
take into consideration in judging of Police 
Commissioner Jones-McCabe’s action in this 
matter. Superintendent Faulkner of the 
Mounted Stables was cailed upon to-day and 
askec. if the horses had been sent to Butler’s. 

**No, they have not yet.”’ 

‘*Will they be sent there?” 

“Yes, I believe they will.” 

Was any fault found with the contractors’ 
work?” 

**No, I neyer found any fault.”’ 

“By whose order is this to be done?” 

“I can’t tell you, sir; you had better apply 
to the board for such information,” 

Nothing further of. the dark ways of the 


department could be learned:here. Patrick 
Malone, who has been doing a 
portion of the work since June 1 


said, “I don’t know whether they have 
taken the work away or not. I have not had 
any horses during the past two days.” 

John Kirby was found at hisshop. He 
said, ‘Yes, they have taken sway the shoe- 
ing. I don’t know why they did. My work 
was all hand-made and was perfectly satis- 
factory to Superintendent Faulkner, 
who is well able to judge the quality of work. 
No fault was ever found with my work and I 
suppose political influence has caused this 
change to be made. I did the work for fif- 
teen months and did it satisfactorily, using 
the best material.” 

**Who has ordered the chance?” 

“Francis X. McCabe has. Other members 
of the board did not know anything about it. 
But you can say this for me, that I will do 
the work as weil and just as cheap, every bit, 
as Mr. Butler or anybody else can do it. I 
don’t know what rate he will doit at. I nad 
it on contract for Mr. Maxon to do it for $1 50 
aset. Now, while Ido not want to say any- 
thing about Mr. Butler, [ will say that if 
he will do tne work for a 
smaller figure than that so will I do it.’? Such 
is the state of affairs which the board at its 
next meeting might investigate with profit to 
the city, as a loss of from $500 to $1,000 is in- 
volved in this friendly political transaction. 
But then this is the Jones-McCabe way of 
rewarding Butler for his work at the pri- 
maries.

The passage of the River and Harbor Bill 
over the veto of President Arthur was the 
one topic of conversation on ’Change to-day 
The passage of the bill was universally con- 
sidered a victory for St. Louis, the focus of 
the Mississippi Valley, and the jubilation was 
consequently geoeral and thorough. 


When a reporter walked on ’Change this 
morning he noticed that the members of the 
executive committee which had in charge the 
gathering together of the late River Conven- 
\lon were decorated with the brown badges 
which saw such hard service last October. 

ae What does this mean?’ he asked of one of 
them. 

‘“*It means that our work is done.”’ 

“Then you are unanimous about the pas- 
sage-of the river and harbor bili?” 

“Or course we are. It vindicates our work. 
All these millions of dollars were secured b 
that convention in the Grand Opera-house.”’ 

Mr. Michael McEunis was met 
decorated with a iarge button-hole 
bouquet over his badge, and as the reporter 
came up he extended the following telegram 
which was immediately afterwards sent on to

“So you folks are in a congratulatory 
mood ?? 


‘Well, [should say we were,” he replied. 
“TI suppose® President Arthur from his 
point of view was ustified 
in his action, but this passage means $50,000,- 
000 for St. Louis if it means anything. It is 
the first substantial victory the West has 
won, and I feel ail the prouder of it because 
the River Convention.was the lever that put 
this ballin motion. The whele Exchange 
should be proud of the appropriation, for 
it was in this hall that the project was first 
mooted; it was here that the convention was 
planned, and the Exchange from the first, 
with its counsels and its monev, showed 
itself the champion of river improvement.” 

*“Didn’t President Arthur promise you to 
do nothing that wouid stand inthe way of 
the appropriation?’’ 

‘“‘He did; and his message and his advice 
was in favor of the river, but this bill I sup- 
pose was different from what we expected; 
atill I think he should not have vetoed the 
bill. It is all verv well to object to the riders, 
but unless we get the appropriation with 
these parasites we can do  noth- 
ing at all. I am 
disposed to suspect a 
den display of virtue anyhow, and the 
people of the valley are not disposed to have 
agreatand meritorious work stopped on 
technical objections.’’

It meant the improvement of 
the Mississippi, and although it was right to 
object tothe objectionable features in the bill, 
we must remember that without these fea- 
tures the bill was an impossibility.

Louis Mr. Alex. H. Smith recognized the 
fact that its passage over the President's 
veto indicated the strength of the South, the 
Southwest and the West standing together. 
This bill had met with the 
most violent denunciation through the 
East. Papers of all. political complexions 
called on the President to veto it, the pres- 
sure was tremeudous and was successful, but 
for once the West and South joined hands, 
and the result was the best proof of their 
power.

Tongues That Don’t Work.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Forthe information of ‘‘Two Growlers,’’ 
permit me to state that Dr. Hammond, of New 
York, pronounces stammering to be due toa 
functional or curable disorier of that part of 
the brain which presides over the organs of 
speech. That it is not an organic or incurable 
disorder is proven by the fact that the stam- 
merer does not always biunder on the same 
words or combinations of sound, but will at 
times glibly sing out the most difficult words, 
and will again come to a halt at the easiest 
ones. The same authority pronounces the de- 
fect curable in every case by a course of self- 
discipline lasting from one to two years, 
though in the institutions for the cure of 
stammering, of which there are, or recently 
were, several in New York, Boston, Brooklyn 
and other cities, it is claimed that perfect 
cures are mace in fromthree to six months. 
One great obstacle to self-cure is that the 
stammerer finds it exceedingly difficult to ob- 
serve directions and ‘‘talk by rule’ in his 
daily intercourse with other men. The gist of 
the directions ordinarily given for self-cure is 
as follows:

What It Costs in Mexico to Live and to 
Dress—What the Mexicans Eat 
and Drink—Expense ef Liv- 
ing at Hotels—Inter:- 
esting Interview. 


A tall stranger, slightly bronzed and wear- 
ing a hat with a brim much wider than 
usual, was among the persons who stopped 
over a couple of hours at the Union Depot 


this morning. He wmingied freely 
with the crowd there and asked 
a number of questions about 
St. Louis, its business, etc. 


A Post-DISPATCH reporter met him by 
chance and exchanged cards with him. The 
tall stranger’s pasteboard read, ‘‘James F. 
Johnston, City of Mexico.’’ Neither in name 
or appearance did he seem to be a Mexican, 
and the reporter so remarked. ‘No,’’ said 
Mr, Johnston in reply, ‘‘I am not, but I have 
lived in Old Mexico so long that I am almost 
a native now. About twelve years ago I was 
a New-Yorker, but at that time 1 left 
for the West, in search of  ohbealth, 
and I might as well say wealth too, because 


we are all looking for that. I settled in Mex- 
ico soon after, and have been in business in 
that city about ten years. I am makinga 
summer run East now, and the first since I 
left New York.?’ 

‘‘What kind ofa place is 
in?’? 

*Oh, its al] right when vou get thoroughly 
acclimated and used to everything. I expect 
to have quite a new experience 
when I get far enough on 
my journey, to stop at first-class hotels, and 
try civilized food again. So far, I have not 
laid over morethban a couple of hours at any 
place.’? 

a don’t seem to bein love with Mex- 
ico 

“Well, the capacity for entertaining 
strangers is certainiv limited enough. The 
prices of lodging and living are continually 
increasing, and should the influx of foreign 
visitors increase, as it probably will, serious 
inconvenience will result.’’ 

‘You have several hotels?” 

“Yes, and pretty good ones,too. At the 
Hote! Iturbide the rates sre 33 per day for 
transients, with special term: to permanent 
boarders. At the French restaurant attached 
you can get a good dinner at the table de hote 
for$l. Inthe hotel garden, at the private 
cafe, the dinner price is $1 59, and good 
French table wine is served at $1 per bottle. 
At the Hotel del Bazar rooms range from $1 
to$2a day. Meals at the restaurant cost 7dc 
and table wine $1 a bottie. Then we have the 
Hotel Nacional, the Hotel del Refugio, 
hotel and restaurant San Augustine, the San 
Carlos andthe La Concordia, the big cafe 
and restaurant on Second Plateras street. 
There aye also several handsome garden res- 
taurants, which we cal) ‘Tivoli’s,’ in the 
suburbs, which are available at all seasons for 
public and private dicner parties and are the 
great resorts for strangers.” 

‘*What kind of food do they give you?’ 

“The markets are abundanily supplied all 
the year around with meats, vegetables and 
fruits, but very irregulariy and badly with 
fish and game. Those who are content with 
tbe products of the country, may manage to 
keep house or board with reasonable econo- 
my. But if you ‘have taste for imported 
foods and drinks, living wiil be found very 
expensive. 


Mexico to live 


THE COOKING 

is done in brick ranges, with charcoal fire, 
and mostiyin earthen pots and pans of native 
manufacture. There is not much style about 
the cocking, and a _ fuli' outfit of 
crockeryware for a _ kitchen can be 
purchased for 50 cents or a dollar, at most. 
Utensils of tin and copper are 60 per ceut 
dearer than in the United States. Earthern 
furnaces, kerosene stoves snd spirit lamps 
are sometimes used, but I have never seen an 
American cooking-stove. They devour toc 
much fuel, which is ecarce, emit too much 
heat for the climate, and Mexican servants 
object to them as innovations, and look on al) 
such things as engines of destruction.” 

**What kind of servants have you?” 

“A good Mexican servant is a treasure 
when found. Drunkenness and pilfering are 
very commor Vices among them. Ordinary 
wages range from $6 to $12 per month, good 
cooks getting from $i2to $20. Capable and 
reliable services are very scarce andit re- 
quires sO many more hands to keep up an 
establishment, that thev are not economical. 
The servanis ure, however, of the meek and 
lowly style, very simple in their mode of life, 
very respectful in their manners, and requir- 
ing only a few corn cakes and beans for food 
apd a rush mat to sleep on.’’ 

“Ts the meat as good as It is plentiful ?”? 

“The standard table meats—beef, muttton, 
veal, kid and pork are of fair qualitv, but de- 
ciaedly inferior in flavor and condition to 
the United States. Beef is most generaily 
used and is the best meat we have. Kid is 
more commonly used than either vealor mut- 
ton, apd is a staple Mexican dish. The pigs 
are very fat, and are usually rendered into 
lard, which is universally used in cooking. 


The lean pork is eaten fresh 
and is also manufactured into 
gausages, which are always very bad. 


I have never seen cured bams. or bacon of 
native production. The standard poultry, 
turkey, chicken, geese, ducks and guinea fow] 
are supplied In abundance, but are still move 
decidediy inferior to what you get here. The 
lakes furnish several smal! fish, most of them 
insipid, and flat white fish being the best. 
The *‘huanchinango,’’ or red snapper of the 
guif, is brought from Vera Cruz -and is the 
favorite dinner fish. Very Cruz also sends 
us shrimps, crabs, oysters, and Occasionally 
other sea fish, but these luxuries are. very 
scaree and costly and are seidom in perfect 
condition.’’ 

‘*What do vou do for vegetables?’’ 

“The marketis full and satisfactory, every 
month furnishing an abundance of 

SUCCULENT VEGETABLES. 
Cabbage, cauiifiower, lettuce, green peas, to- 
matoes, potatoes, radishes, turnips, carrots, 
onions and beats are to be had at ail seasons. 
The green corn is no good and the potatoes 
are inferior so mere and very dear. The 
‘*frijoies,’’ or Mexican beans, are very cheap 
aud are the staple food. Nearly ali the fruits 
can be = obtained. Appies, peaches, 
piums, pears, apricots, nectarines, 
and cherries, appear- tn regular season. 
Strawberries are jsold during ten months in 
the year at twenty-five cents a pound. Me!- 
ons and grapes grow on the table lands, and 
their inferiority is due to the slovenly way in 
which ngs 4 are cultivated. Several tropicai 
fruits are brought into the city every day 
on the backs of Indians and donkeys and lat- 
terly by rail.’’ 

*Is the game supply good?’’ 

“It is scarce and insignificant. The takes 
supply a few wild duck, among them the 
green and blue-winged teal. A few part- 
ridges, doves, robins, blackbirds, sparrows 
and spipe are all elise we have. Rab- 
bite and hares are more plentiful, and 
I have often seen ‘armadilioes,’ and 
bunches of ‘iguanas’ inthe market, both of 
which are & great treat with tbe Indians, but 
are eaten by nobody eise.”’ 

“W nat other luxuries nave you?’ 

“Milk is plentiful and of good quality, and 
there isa good deal of inferior cheese manu- 
factured in the country. Excellent butter is 
also made to a very limited extent. As but- 
ter is notused bythe natives tothe extent 
that it is by the people of the United States, 
the supply bas been hitherio regulated by 
the the demand created by foreigners in the 
city. A dry season and an unusual influx of 
strangers raises the price from 50 cents to $1 
a pound, andit is often unattainabie at any 
price.

groceries atthe samecost. Eggs are plenti- 
ful, and aresoid at reasonable prices. Mex- 
ican coffee is unsurpassed in quality. That 
grown in Colima resembles the Mocha in ap- 
pearance, rivals it in flavor, and is, I believe, 
grown from the seed of the Arabian plant. 
Sugaris marketed in large brownish-white 
loaves, coarse-grained and unfefiued, but 
very rich in saccharine. It is sold also in 
dark brown cakes, which, dissolved in water, 
is used as molasses. There are no sugar re- 
fineries in the country, and the highiy-refined 


grades of white lump, granulated and pulver- | 


ized sugar commoniy used in the United 
States have not appeared here at all, until 
recently small quantities} have been im- 
ported. ' Chocolate is the national beverage 
of the country. It is manufactured every- 
where from the native cacao put, and from 
nuts imported from Central and South Amer- 
ica. The salt sold in the vicinity of this city 
is coarse, impure. and very dear. Even when 
rolled and pulverized it would be considered 
unfit for table use in the United States, Fine 
white table salt is imported and commands 
high prices. Conserved fruits and sweet- 
meats of many varieties, calied ‘ dulces,’ 
are favurite articles of consumption among 
ail classes of Mexicans, and are extensively 
manufactured for home use. Notwithstand- 
ing the abundance of material, and the dry 
atino» phere, which facilitates their produc- 
tion, these ‘dulces,’ and dried fruits are com- 
paratively dear in the market.” 

‘‘Bread is plentiful, is it not?” 

‘*Yas, and of excellent quality, but extrav- 
agantly dear, costing on an average about 
three times as much as in the United States. 
For this reason 

WHEAT BREAD 

is only eaten by the comfortable classes. The 
bread of the people is a cake cailed a “‘tor: 
tilla,”’ made of Indian corn, ground by hand 
op a stone, andibaked on another flat stone 
or sheet-iron plate. The tortillais tough and 
tasteless, and not comparable with the varied 
corn breads of our Southern negroes.” 

“Ice must be a necessity in such a cii- 
mate,” 

‘‘Iee is used only asa luxury, and is not 
reckoned among the domestic necessities, as 
neither the climate por the habits of the peo- 
ple demand it. Ice cream and water ices are 
served at the hotels and restaurants, and at 
balls and other private entertainments, but 
iis use is unknown inesordinary housekeeping. 
On account of the exceptional drvness of the 
atmosphere at this elevation, meats and aii 
other provisions keep without a refrigerator. 
Bread, cheese, and other eatables never moid, 
but only spoil by drying up. 
The ice supply of Mexico has been drawn 
from the glaciers of the snow-clad peaks in 
sight of the city, and has been transported 
on the backs-of Indians and mules alike 
Lately, artificial ice has been manufactured 
in the city, which reduces the price to three 
cents a pound.’’ 

‘‘Are the prices on the articles of food you 
have mentioned, very bigh?” 

‘*Fresh beef sells atl2%e a pound; choice 
cuts, 25c. Veal and kid, 25ca pound. Pork 
about 20c. Turkeys are worth from $1 25 tw 
$2 each. Chickens, 3874s to 50c. Ducks, 18 to 
20c each. Red snapper sells at from 75c to $1 
per pound. White fish, 25c. Ovsters 3732 to 
75c per dozen. Milk comes to 10c a quart. 
Eggs, 12% to 25¢ a dozen; cheese, 25c a 
pound: coffee and candies the same, and 
chocalate, 25c to $1 per pound. Common po- 
tatoes are worth 25c a dozen; to- 
matoes, 12éc 4 dozen; peas, 25e 
A pint; lettuce, 2 a head; 
cabbage 3c a head. Ordinary flour is worth 
$24 a barrel. Fruits are all cheap. Among 
imported provisions American canvassed 
hams seli from 40c to 50c per pound, Ameri- 
can hams cooked in tins $1 per pound, West- 
phalia hams 62c a pound, deviied hams 75c 
a pound, American beef in one-pound cans 
$1, American. Swiss, English and German 
cheese is worth from 50c to 75c a pound, 
crackers 50c a pound, American whisky $1 50 
per bottie, American champagne $2 to $3 a 
bottle. St. Louis and Milwaukee beer 44c a 
quart bottle.” 

**What do vou principally drink?” 

‘*First, water. The city is indifferently 
watered by two aqueducts built on arches, 
afier the ancient Roman model furnishing, 
respectively “aqua delagada,” clear water, 
and **aqua gridu,’”? muddy water. 

THE SUPPLY 

is conveyed by pipes to numerous tanks and 
open fountains located in all quarters of the 
city, from whence it 1s distributed for family 
use by a licensed corps of water carriers, 
whose organization and quaint uniform are 
relics of the early viceroys. Their charges 
are from two cents to ten or thelve and 
a half cents & load (representing 
avout a third of a barrel of water 
each), regulated by the distance of the foun- 
taln from the place of delivery. This water 
is not considered heaithy and scarcely potable 
unless filtered, and one or wore filters of 
porous: stone “‘destiladeras’’ turm an essen- 
tial part of the furniture of every establish- 
ment. During the dry seasons this supply 
diminishes to such an extent as to be sensibly 
insufficient forthe needs of the population, 
and the water-carriers’ tariff rises in propor- 
tion. To meet this deficiency, all public and 
many private establishments have sunk ar- 
tesian wells, finding good, drinkabie water at 
- + eee of from three to fuur hundred 
eet, 

**And after water?’ 

“Next to water, and rivaling in import- 
ance and universal use, comes the Mexican 
national beverage 

*PULQUE,’ 

a drink made from the fermented juice of 
the maguey plant, and resembling in appear- 
ance aud taste a mixture of hard e.der and 
stale buttermilk. Itis esteemed a most re- 
freshing and healthful beverave, and ig com- 
monly recommended by physicians for pa- 
tients suffering from dyspepsia and general 
debitttv. Strangers usually do not relish it 
at first, but the taste is soon acquired and its 
refreshing and tonic qualities acknowledged. 
As it is quite intoxicating and neai ly as cheap 
as water (costing about two cents yper bottle 
in =6the~—~—=6s city), it may be supposed 
that its use frequently degener- 
ates into abuse among the common people. 
From the same maguey plant is distilled 

mescai,” the common spirituous liquor of 
the country, a finer quality of which is called 
**tequila,’? from a town in ihe State of 
Jaiisco, where it is manufactured. “Te- 
quila’”’ resembles a very delicate Scoich whis- 
ky in flavor, and is an exceijent medicinal 
tonic and stimulant. It costs about $1 per 
gallon. ‘‘Aguardiente” is the generic Spau- 
ish name for alcohol and strong aiconolic 
liquors. The name is commonly applied to 
the crude and fiery distillatioas trom corn 
and sugar-cane. A variety of ales and beers 
of inferior quality § are manufsct- 
ured in this city and elsewhere in the 
republic. A sort of wine or cordial is also 
manufactured from the quince, which grows 
in abundance, and great perfection. The 
juice sells ai fifty cents per bottie, ana is es- 
teemed healthy. Inadditionto the forego- 
ing list of native products, the grocery estab- 
lishmeots everywhere keep an extensive and 
varied stock of imported meats and drinks, a 
large portion of which come from the United

are most prominentin the market, and are 
becoming more so from day to day. The 
supply of French, Italian and Spanish wines 
is of greater variety and better quality than 
is usually found with us, and generally 
cheaper.’? 

“Is drunkenness common?” 

“Yes, but not more so than in many places 
I have been. If an Indian gets full of 
‘pulque’ or ‘arguardienta,’ he is regularly 
crazy. Put the same load into a Mexican and 
be remains drunk for a week. In fact, it 
would take a good six-day walk to get it out 
of his system.” 

“Is the furniture imported?’ 

“All grades and styles are manufactured in 
Mexico, from the most common to the most 
elegant. Americana furniture cannot com- 
pete with home manufacture, owing to the 
duty which amounts to at least 150 per cent 


on the original selling price. Pisin 
wooden chairs with rush bot- 
toms, made in Mexico, cost $16 


per dozen, toilet stands $4 to $8, and elegant 
chamber sets from $300 to $3,000. On account 
of the dryness of the atmosphere wooden fur- 
niture, painted, glued op veneered, has a ten- 
dency to crack, disjoint or peel. The wood is 
also liable to the attacks of destructive in- 
sects. The bedsteads are all of iron. Bedding, 
sheets, blankets and covers cost 50 per cent 
more than in this country. The inferior 
quality of the bricks in the 
floors makes carpets a necessity. 
A coarse matting of woven rushes and of 
palm leaves is the most common, but the 
finest kind of imported goods can be 
found.”’ 

‘“*Is clothing cheap?’ 

“Well, the Mexican factories now produce 
a variety of cotton and woo/en materials for 
clothing of excellent qualitv and improving 
instyle and uppearance. For gentlemen’s 
wear a gcod working suit of Mexican cassi- 
mere, ali wool, costs from $15 to $25. These 
suits are now generally worn by business 
men, being more comfortable and last- 
ing, and but little inferior in appearance to 
similar stvles of imported goods which 
cost from $25 to $35. Elegant suits of Freneh 
or English cloths cost about the same as in 
the United States. Silk, woolen, and cotton 
underwear and the minor furuishings of a 
gentleman’s wardrobe also cost about the 
same. Good shoes of Mexican leather, from 
$1 75 to $225 a pair; shoes made of French 
and English leather cost from $$ _ to 
$ a pair, from 30 to 50 per cent less than 
similar articles in the United States. 
Imported shoes are also cheaper. Hats of 
similar grades also cost about the same; soft 
felt *“‘wideawakes” at $250 to $4, Derbys $3 
to $4, silk stove-pipe $5 to $8, plain Mexican 
sombreros from $3 to $5; the same ornament- 
ed with silverand goid lace, etc., cost from 
$5 to $50; sombreros are also made of straw 
and palm leaves at prices ranging from 16 
eents to $25 each. The women of the poorer 
classe: are clothed altogether in the domes- 
tic fabrics of cotton and wool, blue and strip- 
ed cottons, printed calicoes of varied and 
tasteful patterns, at from 12% cents to 183-8 
cents per yard, and hand-woven shawis 
(**rebosas’’) from $1 to $10 each, according to 
style and quality. The comfortabie and 
wealthy classes dress almost universally in 
imported goods, chiefly French, 
and according to European fashions. 
Ready-made clothing is imported from Paris 
of the most elegant and costly styles, and 
most of the minor articies of a lady’s cos- 
tume and toilette are Parisian. The retail 
shops and bazars of the capital glitter with 
jewelry and ornaments of all varieties, from 
those of massive gold and gems of the first 
water at fabulous prices to those of tinsel and 
colored giass sold for a few cents. 

Between the extremes, a modest and eco- 
nomical lady’s wardrobe will cost about 50 
percent morethan the same style in the 
United States. This, however, is modified 
by the climate, which requires no changes 
of fashions to suit the seasons, and the same 
outfit is equally appropriate for every month 
ofthe year. Washing is done neatly and at 
moderate prices, but the washerwomen of 
the city persistently reject the American 
washing machine, and continue to use the 
traditional, coarse-grained flat stone, which 
destrovs the clothes very rapidly.’? 

Mr. Johnston thinks Mexico a great coun- 
trv, and says he is verfectiy content with it 
asa place of residence. As he stepped on 
the Eastern train he declared that “‘when 
you get used to it Mexico beats them all.’”

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IMMIGRANT INSPECTION. 
Report of the Illinois State Board 
of Health.

Prevention of Small-Pox—Additions to 
the List of Regular Physicians. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. : 
SPRINGF{ELD, ILL., August 3.—The In- 
spector’s reports of inspections of immigrants 
in transit, made under the direction of the 
National] Board of Health, have been received 
by Dr. J. H. Rauch, Supervising Inspector at 
this city. They show the following results for 
the week ending July 29: On the 
Michigan Central Railroad, 1,751 inspections 
and 517 vaccinations; on the Baitimore and 
Ohio, 693 inspections and 107 vaccinations; on 
the Grand Trunk road, 692 inspections and 51 
vaccinations; on the Pittsburgh and Fort 
Wayne road, 825 inspections and 51 vaccina- 
tions, on the Lake Shore, 221 inspections and 
79 vaccinations; by the Indianpolis In- 
spector, 685 inspections and 61 vaccinations; 


the East St. Louis Inepector, 332 inspections, 
eight vaccinations. The result of this inspec- 
tion has been to clear Illinois, outside of Chi- 
cago, of small-pox, and to reduce the disease 
to the most insignificant proportions in that 


city.
